We believe that solving problems is the road to pow¬ 
er and social dignity. Our people are not dumb ani¬ 
mals, nor are they machines.

To serve the interest of the people, we see the 
following as immediate needs:

There are other problems which will take time to 
solve, such as creative employment to fulfill the 
needs of the people; a camping area in the park to 
provide emergency sleeping quarters for our people, 
and many others. 

We hope to create a new move - a step forward for our 
people, freedom and power to the Free Community; We 
want to work with you, we need your cooperation, sup¬ 
port and participation. 

We would like to have a representative from the Free 
People call on you regularlly to learn of problems 
and seek brotherhood with you.

THAT GIRL 

The concept of reciprocal sexual pleasure coupled 
to a greater degree of social independence for woman 
in the later Greek and Greco Roman cultures gave 
women a new opportunity for some self directed sex 
pleasures. The writings of Ovid, Martial, and Apuleuis 
on the subject are legendary and informative (when 
not deliberately suppressed). In their time women 
evidently had a great deal to say about the sex act. 

If Apuleuis is to be taken as some index of the sex 
standard then even the slave girls made demands. 
Consider an example from Apuleuis' Golden Ass. In 
this scene Lucius, the hero of the story, has just 
•completed the love prelude with a slave girl named 
Fotis. 

We pulled off our clothes an-d 
rushed naked together in Bac¬ 
chic fury; and when I was nearly 
worn out by the natural consum 
mation of my desire she tempted 
me to make love to her as though 
she were a boy. 

Ovid also cautions the man to consider the needs 
and demands of the woman. In his "Ars Amatoria", 

Ovid gave the following advice to would be lovers: 

Press, not, although the tempest 
urge, they paceJ 

Lest she thou lovest far behind. 

Soar side by side. And mingle 
flesh and mind 

In one joint moment of supreme 
embrace. 

In other words the woman was not just an instru¬ 
ment for bearing children nor a vehicle of pleasure 
but a partner who had sex urges that need fulfillment. 

Sex for pleasure, as far as the women was concerned 
fell with the Roman Empire. The new faith viewed 
woman as the unholy temptress of men. She was the 
vile temple of procreation, and there was litti^e or 
no esteem attached to this function. In fact a 
woman who preserved her maidenhead hada better chance 
of ascending in the Church dominated society. As 
the Early Middle Ages gave way to the feudal period 
the woman became a romantic idol, a prize for rape 
or romance. This was an age of great love ballads 
and chastity belts. In the High Middle Ages the 
woman obtained a more important place in society 
but she was still a social symbol rather than a 
human being with pleasure centers. The risks of 
sex for pleasure rather than for procreation was 
high. Abelard paid with his "privates" for this 
bit of information. 


The Reformation renewed the suppression of sex 
for pleasure. Even the Catholics no longer winked 
at covert sex pleasures (today they are not sure). 
The Protestants forgot sex in their drive to 
establish a theocracy, a sexless heaven on earth. 
True, many were’liberated from a life of celibacy 
in the interest of religious freedom, but even 
then celibacy and virginity was still better than 
marriage. It is interesting, for instance, to 
compare the Arab view of the function of woman's 
hips to that of Martin Luther. The Arabs always 
considered the large hips of woman a necessary 
ingredient for sensual sex pleasure. On the other 
hand, Luther stated women have large hips in order 
that they should stay home and sit on them. And 
that is what women did for the Lutherans, the 
Calvinists, the Baptits, the Puritans, and the 
Catholics. For four hundred years since the 
Reformation women sat on their hips. 

The 18th and 19th centuries in the United 
States was in some ways an exception. Instead 
of sitting on their hips the woman obediently 
laid on their backs. The fertility of these 
pioneer women astounded the world. Some were 
grandmothers at age 27, most by age 40; and 
any pleasure these women might have gotten from 
sex was deadened by the nhysical demands of 
multiple childbirths. The exception to this 
position might have been found in the plantation 
South, where the women continued to sit upon her 
hips and run the household. Sex was controlled 
by a religious set of mores which arose from the 
Reformation. As one historian put it, "Prudery 
was an interesting phenomenon of the social live 
of the 19th century America." 

The twentieth century changes in the United 
States altered the position of the woman. 

Attitudes towards the political and social woman 
changed considerably. The migration to the 
cities, resulting from technological improvements 
which reduced the need for farm labor, allowed 
the woman to get off her back. Bearing children 
in the interest of national expansion was no longer 
purposeful; but, still, national prudery prevented 
the development of the concep of sex pleasure for 
women. Instead, the first quarter of the century 
was devoted to obtaining political and social 
freedoms for the woman. Woman suffrage was a 
great step forward; political decisions, became the 
woman's own choice and not that of her male partner. 
The effect of this freedom led to some obvious 
social changes. On one hand, for example, Jane 
Addams attempted to reconstruct society through 
social service, while on the other hand Carrie 
Nation tried moral reconstruction of the male by 
drying up his gin mills. 

The literary intellectual Bohemians of late 19th 
and early 20th century Greenwich Village supported 
the feminlnist movements. They even went one step 
further by experimenting with and esnousing even 
greater social and nsychological contrasts and 
freedoms for women. But despite their ardour they 
were for the most nart unsuccessful because they 
could not resolve the boilogical constraints placed 
upon the female snecies. The female susceptibility 
to fertilization continued to put women at the 
mercy of nature. And, consequently, even though 
the woman might be intellectually and politically 
free she was still a subject of the Puritan concept 
of sex supported by what seemed to be the irrever¬ 
sible processes of nature. 

The freedoms already granted were, however, 
irrevocable. The freedoms, however slight, gave 
the femlninists a new spirit, and even though 
thwarted in some areas of social psychological and 
biological freedoms, the women of the United States 
pushed into what had been exclusively male pro 
fessional fields. The thrust toward sexual freedom 
was not dead but only dormant, waiting for the new 
advances in science which would give them control 

Equality of woman became a realization in the last 
ten years. Now not only is the woman political and 



socially free but she is Psychologically and bio 
logically free of traditional restraints. The Kinsey 
Report was probably responsible as much as'any one 
element for freeing the woman from the bounds of the 
old social mores. In the first place the Report 
indicated that satisfactory premarital sex relations 
was no hinderance to marriage, and in fact,may be 
an asset. Many aggressive female sex tendencies 
were found and the publication of these findings 
helped to establish the newnorms of female behavior 
in sex. Puritan concepts about masturbation, pre 
marital sex and married sex relations were almost 
overnight transferred from the realm of idology to 
that of humor. 

The second great event was the discovery and 
distribution of the "pill" (another Playboy 
magazine). No longer could the prudes of society 
solicit oaths against sexual intercourse using 
fear of pregnancy as its argument. The psycholog 
ical arguments against premarital intercourse and 
aggressive sex tendencies had alrady been discredited 
through scientifically collected data. Any new sets 
of Warnings had an indecisive if not a hollow ring. 

Now, and perhaps for all time, woman could order 
sexual intercourse for their own premeditated pleasure. 
The female was politically, socially, psychologically 
and biologically free to enjoy sex. 

A male spokesman on the subject of female sex 
behavior (one of the Fugs) is quoted as saying, 

"The girls are plenty aggressive today. They walk 
upto you at a party and grab you dick just like 
that." On the other end of the spectrum, say in 
the middle class section of society, the overt 
changes are not so obvious (as alwaysmiddle class 
deviances from the norm are covert) but the 
so called "couples exchange" certainly would be 
impossible without the consent or perhaps the 
initiation of the wife. In short, the husband is 
nolonger alone in seeking sex pleasure; he is going 
to have to take his wife along now.

THE DOPE ON DOPE 


This is the DRUG generation. Pepsi lost out long 
ago. We use drugs to stun us to sleep, to shock us 
awake and for everything from cancer to the blahs. 

But the word "drug" is probably one of the most 
overworked, and misused words in the language. 

Mild stimulants from the friendly neighbourhood drug 
store are being used by some people to rot their own 
brains while certain harmless and beneficial sub 
stances are illegal. 

The problem arises when.the word drug is misconstrued 
to mean dangerous narcotic and nothing else. This idea 
is promoted by the establishment press and repeated by 
the public. There are several reasons for this error. 

The first is that perfectly respectable people can 
be far worse drug fiends than some narcotics addicts. 
Booze, stimulants and sleeping pills are used without 
thought by millions of people. Many of these people 
are as hopelessly addicted to their particular combina 
tion of modem drugs as is the human stump who never 
leaves his opium den. But the press cannot call the 
controlling adults of North America "addicts", so it 
has become selective in its use of the word drug. Thus 
a newspaper will run an editorial condemning the 
evil drug marijuana opposite an advertisement for a 
finely blended liquor. 

Another reason for this confusion is that the nar 
cotics (opium and its derivatives, especially heroin) 
are so very dangerous that they make good shock and 
scandal stories.' Since the hallucinogens (LSD, mari 
juana, mescaline, etc.) have come into widespread use, 
but have not been legalized, the newspapers and other 
media roar into the same mood they use for narcotics 
stories. They know a good story when they see one. 

Perhaps the most important reason why the press 
would have us all believe that drugs are dangerous 
unless they say so is that the people who use the harm 
less but illegal psychedelics are representative of far 
more than just interest in drugs. Use of illegal 
drugs is a province of those who have rejected much 
else of this society's crap, and the press has more than 
one reason to dislike them, 

MOLSON DOESN'T BLOW DOPE 

Then, of course, there are the lobbies. The liquor 
industry spends millions every year to keep the govern 
ment happy, and our lawmakers are not about to bite the 
hand that feeds them. Some sources also believe that 
the underworld, particularly the Mafia, are now making 
so much bread on drugs thay they are keeping disguised 
pressure on the government to leave the laws as they 
stand. 

So those are the reasons. Those who preach to us about 
drugs either do not know what they are talking about or 
they consciously deceive us. 

After a preliminary appraisal, we have reached these 
conclusions: 


1) GRASS (marijuana) is great. It should be smoked 
by everyone except those with acute respiratory ailments. 
These people should turn on by drinking marijuana tea. 

All marijuana laws should be immediately repealed, 

2) ACID (LSD) is OK, but can be harmful in the present 
situtation where it is used covertly, and handled by the 
underworld. It is a very potent drug, and deserves further 
study. Laws restricting use of this drug should be-: re 
moved, research into its possibilities should be resumed 
and an educational campaign with an aim to promoting 
proper use should be sponsored, 

3) MESCALINE should be legalized. This drug is a rare 
case example of reverse racism. Members of the all 
INDIAN NATIVE AMERICAN CHURCH are allowed to use it, but 
no one else. If this drug is dangerous, the rationale 
that is used to say it's OK for an Indian to blow his 
mind, but not a white. But we aren't that crass. The 
fact is that mescaline (peyote) is a reasonably harmless 
and pleasurable drug, 

4) GLUE (benzine). This is dangerous kids stuff. It 
is a shame that people have to use it for a bad'hi'gh. If 
groovy stuff like grass and hash were legalized, no one 
would think of using this mind rotting substance. 

5) BOOZE (alcohol). A major social problem and a 
harmful drug. It can't be banned, but its worst effects 
could be avoided by: 2) legalizing less dangerous sub 
stances; and b) allowing it to be consvimed in surroundings 
conducive to more things than just getting bombed. 

6) SPEED (the amphetamines especially methedrine and 
benzedrine) Very bad stuff despite that fact that 
millions of little old ladies use thenn (under more respect 
able brand names) every day. Again, use of this stuff 
cannot be banned effectively;' better people really do 
not WANT to burn their brains, but when high is hard to 
get, even the dangerous ones become attractive, 

7) NARCOTICS (Opium and its derivatives.) This is 
deadly shit, but use is not widespread; addicts are not 
criminals, but are victims of a vicious disease. ’ "It ' 
is insane that these drugs should be included under the 
same classification as the hallucinogens. 

These, as has been stated, are preliminary appraisals. 
Detailed reports on drugs of all kinds will be published 
in later issues. In the meantime....FEED YOUR HEAD.
